When Arizona libraries advance in line with the national 
library movement, there will be a new library era in the state. 
Our great dilemna, however, is to discover how to evolve and 
to develop as well as where to begin and to expand. 


The ever present choice between the status quo and the 
role for improvement, generally finds the status quo the more 
acceptable. The alternative to avoid this constant predicament 
is the formulation of a state wide library plan. 


Such a state wide library plan must be the end of an earnest 
state wide library survey. The possibility of an Association 
committee undertaking such a survey is unlikely in terms of 
man hours, professional load and prejudice. It would behoove 
the Association to allocate association funds and other con- 
tributions, or to solicit the financial support of some national 
agency, for the inauguration and administration of such a 
survey by a disinterested professional librarian of prestige and 
authority. 


With the information gathered regarding the library needs 
in terms of state wide development and expansion and the 
recommendations presented by the surveyor, the Association 
then would have a body of data for consideration. With the 
study and acceptance of these data and recommendations, the 
members of the Association would at last have a first oppor- 
tunity for professional agreement toward the adoption of a 
state wide library plan. This could then be the beginning of a 
program of certainty, unanimity and concerted action. To be 
an effective group or team, we must have acceptable primary 
objectives. We have too long labored helplessly and hope- 
lessly for the lack of this direction and agreement. 


Without the survey, there will be few plans and little action. 
With the survey, there is the opportunity for the establishment 
of long-range policies for definite library betterment in the 
state of Arizona. 


I hope that in the Business meeting of the Association to be 
held Friday afternoon, March 28th, that there will be a dis- 
cussion of general and special library problems confronting us 
as a professional group, and at that time there will be a profit- 
able and challenging exchange of opinion which will result in 
such a course of action. 


The present must provide a state wide library plan if there 
is to be a decent library future in Arizona. 
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THE TENNESSEE VALLEY LIBRARY 
COUNCIL SURVEY 


The South Carolina Library Association has voted to accept 
the invitation of the Tennessee Valley Library Council to join 
the seven Valley States (Alabama, Georgia, Kentucky, Missis- 
sippi, North Carolina, Tennessee, Virginia) in a self-survey of 
library facilities and needs. 


The Tennessee Valley Library Council is composed of rep- 
resentatives of university, public and school library interests 
at the state level, the presidents of the library associations of 
these seven states, representatives of the Tenneseee Valley 
Authority, The American Library Association, and the United 
States Office of Education, about 40-50 persons in all. Several 
meetings of the Council have been held during the past five 
years at which matters of concern to libraries in the region were 
discussed. From the first it has been apparent that there is a 
dearth of accurate information about library facilities and the 
little that is known indicates serious deficiencies in support, in 
buildings, in personnel, and in books. 


The Tennessee Valley Authority has contracted with the 
Council to conduct the study in order: 


1. To secure a reasonably accurate picture of library 
facilities and needs in the region; and 


2. To plan and initiate coordinated programs of action 
which will lead to the improvement of conditions throughout 
the area. 


The TVA will provide funds for a two-year period for a 
central office, the Director's salary and a travel allowance. 
The library associations of the nine participating states have 
agreed to be responsible for collecting and reporting data in 
their respective states and to that end have each set up a state 
survey committee. The study is being coordinated under an 
overall executive committee of which Dr. Louis R. Wilson is 
chairman and there is also an advisory committee of seven, 
representing the states.

AMERICAN BOOK CENTER FOR WAR 
DEVASTATED LIBRARIES 


Patricia Paylore 


Established nearly two years ago to supply the most useful 
types of printed material to those countries which had suffer- 
ed devastation and isolation during the war, the American 
Book Center has so far distributed 650,000 volumes to 26 dif- 
ferent countries. Contributions from libraries and individuals 
are solicited in scientific fields, especially, with the emphasis 
on publications issued during the past ten years, on scholarly 
books which are important contributions in their fields, on 
periodicals (even incomplete volumes) of scholarly import- 
ance, and on fiction and non-fiction of distinction. Not want- 
ed are: textbooks, out-dated monographs, light fiction, ma- 
terials of purely local interest, popular magazines such as 
Time’, “‘Life’’, “‘National Geographic’’, or popular non-fic- 
tion such as Gunther's “Inside Europe”’ or Halliburton’s “‘Roy- 
al Road to Romance.”

During the war, the libraries of half the world were destroy- 
ed or damaged in the fires of battle and in the fires of hate and 
fanaticism. Some of the more notable victims were the Na- 
tional Library at Belgrade, the University and Pontiana librar- 
ies at Naples, the Ukranian Academy of Sciences Library, the 
State Historical and State University libraries at Kiev, the uni- 
versity libraries at Louvain and Liege in Belgium, the Nation- 
al and University libraries in Manila. The list of libraries de- 
stroyed numbers hundreds. It has been estimated that 200 
million books were victims. 


Even in areas where libraries were not damaged, scholars 
and research men have been—and are now—cut off from 
American publications. Physicians, engineers, chemists, agri- 
cultural specialists, and other experts are aware that great 
strides were made in their fields during the war, yet they are 
isolated from such information. Important American publi- 
cations are needed at once where they can be put to work by 
the research men, the planners, the builders who will recon- 
struct both the physical and the intellectual life in war-torn 
countries. While the Center is helping to fill a definite need, 
it has by no means satisfied the intense intellectual hunger felt 
everywhere-im Europe and the Orient. <:~** **:3"" “7% 
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The University of Arizona Library has already shipped over 
3,500 items from its duplicate collection, and it is hoped that 
other Arizona libraries having reserves of this type of material

THE SOUTHWESTERN LIBRARY 
ASSOCIATION CONFERENCE

The theme chosen for the eleventh conference of the South- 
western Library Association, meeting in Phoenix, Arizona, Oc- 
tober 30-November |, 1946, was “Extending the Library's 
Sphere of Influence."’ This theme was developed at four gen- 
eral sessions, under these sub-topics: Extending the Library's 
Sphere of Influence (1) internationally and nationally; (2) 
within and through the state; (3) through cooperation from 
the schools, the county libraries, the college and university li- 
braries; (4) through personnel and recruiting. 


Miss Doris Hoit, Librarian of the Pasadena, California, Pub- 
lic Library, presented the topic of international extension of li- 
brary influence and Dr. Malcolm G. Wyer, Librarian of the 
Denver Public Library, discussed the national phase. Mr. John 
Dale Henderson, Assistant County Librarian, Los Angeles 
County Public Library presented “State Leadership’’ and Miss 
Essae M. Culver, Librarian of the Louisiana State Library, dis- 
cussed ‘State-wide Preparation for National Funds.’” Coop- 
eration from the School Libraries was developed by Miss Mat- 
tie Ruth More, Director of School Libraries, State Department 
of Education, Austin, Texas; of County Libraries by Mrs. Evan- 
geline Berryman, Librarian, Maricopa County Free Library, 
Phoenix, Arizona; and of college and University Libraries by 
Miss Dorothy Amann, Librarian, Fondren Library, Southern 
Methodist University, Dallas, Texas. Preblems of Personnel 
were presented by Miss Roberta Bowler, Assistant Librarian, 
Los Angeles Public Library, and of Recruiting by Mrs. Dorothy 
Engstrum Rosen, La Crescenta, California. The entertainment 
planned by the Phoenix librarians included a Chuck Wagon 
Picnic and an Author's Dinner, at which Mrs. Anna Roosevelt 
Boettiger and Mrs. Margaret Wheeler Ross were the speakers. 
Many of the librarians also enjoyed tours of the libraries in the 
region and a trip to Williams Field, through the courtesy of 
our hosts and hostesses. 


At the Business meeting the following officers were elected 
for the ensuing biennium: President, Mr. John Hall Jacobs, 
Librarian, New Orleans Public Library, New Orleans, La.; first 
vice-president, Mrs. Helen Seymour Farrington, Librarian, 
Public Library, El Paso, Texas; second vice-president, Mr. Ar- 
less Nixon, Librarian, Public Library, Killgore, Texas; secre- 
tary, Miss Patricia Paylore, Acquisitions librarian, University 
of Arizona Library, Tucson, Arizona; treasurer, Mrs. Margaret 
Patty, Reference librarian, University of Tulsa, Tulsa, Okla- 
homa. 





















The dues of the association were increased. The Executive 
Council, at its meeting discussed certain projects needed for 
the development and strengthening of the S. W. L. A., espec- 
ially three: (1) a survey of the S. W. L. A.; (2) publication of 
a bulletin; (3) development of the Extension Committee, es- 
pecially by the provision of funds for its work. Realizing that 
none of these projects is possible without an increase in the 
funds of the S. W. L. A., the Executive Committee recom- 
mended and the motion carried at the Business meeting, that 
(1) state membership fees be increased from five cents to ten 
cents per capita per biennium; (2) institutional dues to be as 
follows: institutions with incomes below $20,000 per an- 
num, $2.00 per biennium; institutions with incomes between 
$20,000 and $40,000, $3.00 per biennium: institutions having 
incomes above $40,000 per annum, $5.00 per biennium. This 
increase in membership and institutional fees shall not be ef- 
fective until January, 1947, to apply on dues for 1947-48.

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ELEMENTARY SCHOOL LIBRARY DEPART- 
MENT ESTABLISHED IN PHOENIX 


Gertrude R. James 


The libraries in the Phoenix Elementary School System are 
being organized on the basic philosophy that a school library 
is a work shop, or a laboratory. If we are to accept the prob- 
lem approach to teaching as the best technique modern edu- 
cation has as yet devised; the importance of the library in 
furnishing materials is tremendous. Library materials mean 
not only the usually accepted printed materials—that is, books, 
pamphlets, magazines, etc.—but also pictures, recordings, 
films, strip films, glass slides, and even museum objects. 


Within the last two years the elementary libraries of Phoenix 
have developed as follows: 


In 1944-45 there were two library rooms available in two 
schools out of nineteen, and two full-time librarians. Today 
there are eight available library rooms, and six full-time li- 
brarians. The building program, which provides for two new 
schools and one addition, provides for three new school li- 
braries. Two years ago the book collection was unorganized 
throughout the System and a fair distribution of books was 
not available. Much of the book collection was kept from the 
hands of the children. Today through established library 
rooms, and classroom libraries in schools which have no library, 
books are more accessible to more children and teachers. The 
collection is in the process of organization, and all new pur- 
chases come through a central purchasing and cataloging agency 
established in the office of the Library Supervisor. The cen- 
tral purchasing and cataloging agency is an economy measure 
for the receiving and processing of the new books going into 
the nineteen school buildings. The school libraries borrow 
from the Public Library 8,000 to 10,000 books a year, and 
teachers in the System use the Public Library collection exten- 
sively. It is necessary to depend upon the Public Library for 
many editions because the school collections are as yet very 
small and do not serve the needs of classroom and recreational 
purposes. 


Recently a survey has been made of library materials 
throughout the System. The standards used for the survey 
were the standards proposed in “School Libraries Today and 
Tomorrow” by the American Library Association. The School 
System needs six times the books now available to meet the 
minimum standards, and five times the present budget ap- 
propriation. The library program as concerns such materials 
as audio-visual aids, picture files, and periodicals, is in the very 
beginning stages. We are busy at work in our School System 
developing units of work and building material collections 
around those units. 
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In connection with the office of the Library Supervisor a 
Materials Center is being organized, in which there will be at 
hand for perusal, evaluation, and criticism, books of all types, 
materials on various subjects to be included in the courses of 
study, pictures, and other aids which are included in a Mater- 
ials Center. These materials will be available to teachers and 
librarians of the entire State.

The Central District Convention Library Section, held on 
the campus of Phoenix Union High School, had for its theme, 
“Your Library—how can it serve you better>’’ Special parti- 


cipants were: Gertrude James, chairman, supervisor of school 
libraries, Phoenix; Mrs. Ethlyn P. Rolfe, librarian, Chandler 
Junior-Senior High School; Mrs. Dixie Thompson, librarian, 
Osborn School, Phoenix; and Mrs. Margaret McGowan, li- 
brarian, Glendale Union High School, Glendale. 


At the Southern District Convention Library Section, held 
in the library of Tucson’s Senior High School, Mary Lee 
Morton, librarian, Safford Junior High School, Tucson, spoke 
of ‘The School Librarian's Responsibility to the Other 98%, 
or the Non-Readers.’"” Osa Zinn, Sunnyside School, Pima 
County, told of the benefits which would come from the Public 
Library Service Demonstration Act. ‘The Place of the Library 
in the School and Community’’ was told by Natalie Phillipi, 
librarian of Bisbee High School. The effect of North Central 
Association Library Standards upon the individual library 
and librarian was discussed by Ruth Schaeffer, librarian, 
Tombstone Union High School. Jennie Welcome, librarian, 
Douglas High School, told what the state and national library 
organizations had to offer, and urged that school librarians 
support them with their membership. Displays of librarians’ 
aids, children’s books, and publicity materials were attractively 
arranged in the meeting room by Dorothy Hall, chairman of 
the Children’s and School Libraries Division of Arizona State 
Library Association. Mrs. Hall also acted as chairman for the 
Section meeting. 
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PHOENIX PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Jane Hudgins 


Plans are continuing for a new building to cost not less than 
$500,000. At the present time, building costs are prohibitive 
for this type of building. However, the City Planning Com- 
mission and the City Planning Department are working with 
the Library Board, and hope to have in the near future a plan 
for both a Main and Branch Libraries. The City will raise 
money through bond issues and add to the present fund. 


The staff of the library, in common with all other City em- 
ployees were happy to receive an increase in salary of twenty 
dollars per month, retroactive to Nov. 1, 1946. This is known 
as an “‘increase in cost of living raise.” 


The employees of the City of Phoenix are very happy to 
have a retirement system now in fine working order. For 17 
years employees have worked to this end. The committee 
whose responsibility it was to make the final draft of the law are 
now busy answering questions and giving advice to State and 
County employees who also want first Civil Service and then 
Retirement. Phoenix employees pay 5% of their salary into 
the fund. It is hoped that other cities will follow the lead of 
the Capitol City. 


The staff has subs.ribed to the Blue Cross Hospital Plan. 
The cost is 85 cents per person, or $2.00 for the family. 

Following the trend of many libraries in the past ten years, 
the catalog department of the Phoenix Public Library, finally, 
without too many misgivings, abandoned the old Accession 
Record. Mrs. Mary Carlisle reports that they have not felt 
any loss as yet—nothing but joy. Its elimination has done away 
with lots of unnecessary work and streamlined the department. 


Circulation has been particularly heavy this winter. 


The Northeast Branch, in charge of Miss Delia Button, has a 
special Music Room. Music books, scores and records avail- 
able there are included in the course of study recommended in 
the list of the National Federation of Music Clubs.

Betty Thomas, loan desk assistant, Carnegie Free Library, Tucson, 
has resigned to take a position in the Chula Vista Library. 

Linda Tuck, in the cataloging department, Carnegie Free Library, 
Tucson, resigned February lst. 

Wilma Jean Crane was married February 28th, to Edgar J. Sweeney 
of Tucson. She will continue to work at the Carnegie Free Library in 
Tucson, however. 

Gertrude Burt, County librarian, Carnegie Free Library, Tucson, 
writes that their circulation has doubled since county service has been 
put into effect. They now have nine flourishing library stations and 
hope to establish more soon. 


Mary A. Bordelon, chief iibrarian, Veterans Hospital Library at 
Whipple writes that her library now has six Projected Books machines 
and approximately forty book titles. The projectors have been in use for 
the past month and are constantly used by several of the handicapped 
veterans.

Mrs. Powell Abrams, librarian of the Clark Memorial Library in 
Clarkdale, writes that her library has been serving the Verde Valley for 
more than 20 years and has grown until they now have about 9,000 
volumes. With new people coming into their town every day, the library 
has increased its circulation until the month of November had the 
biggest circulation record in its history.
